Wisenssing the early days on the 
farm in Ontario, Joseph’ Clark says 
in a recent article in The Toronto 
Star: A great change has come over 
the scene since those early days, In 
the older-settled parts of Ontario to- 
day one would’ see: little that corre- 
sponds with the picture drawn. Yet 
there arg points where something siin- 
ilar may be met with.) Even yet one 
inay find’ an‘oceasional farmer in On- 
tario who seems to have wandered 
away from early MIlinois, 

On one octasion I spent two or three 
winter days on a tarm,in Ontario. I 


| slept upstairs—and never slept sound- 


er—under plenty’ of blankets and 
quilts, but in the morning found snow 
drifted in streaks ‘all over the attic 
or loft, Arising at daylight, I learned 
that the farmer had left, two hours 
earlier, for the bush, to haul a load of 
wood to tewn. Long before daylight, 
in zero weather, he had arisen, waded 
through deep snowbanks, to his sta- 
ble, roused his sleeping horses: and 
cows, and fed them a meal which na- 
ture never meant them to have. Why 
snouid a horse ora cow want to be 
roused up in the night to eat? It ts 
doubtful whether’ a hog ever could ba 
fattened if disturbed in its slumber to 
eat swill in the night. When 1 ar- 
gued with the farmer about this, he 
said that he had to get up early that 
way to feed the stock, and, although, 
I claimed that the stock didn’t wani 
to be fed so early, unless where they 
hed bad the habit forced on them by 
tisir owner, he took refuge in the re- 
ply that he fed his stovk no earlier 


| thea his neighbors, 


While he was out at the stable, his 
wife arose in the dark and prepared 
his breakfast, and the whole fumily 
was astir long’before the sun. The 
man had gone to town with a load 
vf stove-wood, but there was no sup- 
ply for his own house. A log buried 
under the snow was scraped into view 
by the oldest boy, and from it he 
hacked enough wet and green chunks 
or chips to meet the momentary de- 
mands of mother. ‘There was no kin- 
dling stored up anywhere, although 
the house stood within three hundred 
yards of a cedar swamp, from whence 
ona day in mid-summer a year’s sup- 
ply for that house could have been 
secured, Except ‘for taking out an 
occasional. load. of wood to: sell in 
town—or dragging a log from the bush 
to the house, for) cut wood was too 
valuable for home use—there was no 
work done in winter, except in feed- 
ing the stock.’
